GOVERNOR TALES TO REUNITED 


Many Persons Give | to 


Statates They Like and . Violate 
Those They Do Not—Trust Magnate 
Abhors Pickpocket’s Operations, 
but Believes Himself Not Bound to 
_ Adhere to Laws Himself.

Folk talked to the Baptist convention here 
tonight on the subject of the enforcement of 
law. His address was the welcoming of the 
church people to the state. 

The convention of the north and south 
Baptists was the first of its kind for sixty 
years. Commenting on this feature of the 
convention at the outset, Gov. Folk sald: 

“Tt is appropriate that this convention 
should be in Missouri, which is neither north - 
ern nor southern, eastern nor western, but | 
American. Missouri has an idea that means 
the enforcement of law. Laws that are not 
enforced are as sores to the human body. 

“ Many men obey the laws they like, but 
think they have a liberty to disobey the laws 
that are obnoxious tothem. The trust mag- 
nate lodks with abhorrence on the pick- 
pocket, but considers it entirely right to 
break the laws’ against combinations and 
monopolies. The boodler detests the law- 
breaking of the trusts, but considers the law 
against bribery as an infringement on his 
personal liberty. The dramshop keeper re- 
gards the law against murder as good, but 
the law against operating his dramshop on 
Sunday is, in his opinion. puritanical and 


tyrannical. 

I each citizen were allowec to determine 
for himself which laws are good and which 
are bad, and to ignere the laws he considered 
bad, the result would be anarchy. The only 
safe rule is that if the law is on the statute 
books it must be observed. There has been 
too much of making laws to please the im- 
moral element, and then not enough eee 
ment to please the moral efement."’
